CONGRESSIONAL NEWS. 


President Roosevelt delivered his au- 


tual message to congress, rtromcend- 
itg federal supervision cf corporations 
and railroads acd pleaiitg for typically 
American methods Ia every department. 


Congress is asked to appropriate 


1130,000 for buildings and other Im- 
provements at the lake naval training 
station at Chicago, 


Aa appropriation cf 111,000.000 was 


voted by tte house toward the con- 
ttruction of the Panama canal. 


The senate la executive session rati- 


fied the extradition treaty between the 
I'nited States and Denmark, iigncd oa 
November €, 1903. 


Senator Tillman precipitated a i!ii- 


cussioa of Insurance campaign contri- 
butions ia tte senate by offering a res- 
olution calling for Investigation of po- 
litical work of cationa] tasks. 


Senator Allison, of Iowa, tas entered 


upon tte thirty-third year of his terv- 
Ire in the upper house and tte forty- 
third of his career ia congress, a rec- 
rrd exceeded by but one otter Ataeri" 
can statesman. 


Senator Gorman, of Maryland, was 


fleeted leader cf the democratic ciicor- 
ity In the cpptr house. 


Leaders la congress have decided on 


tte admission ot two cew states, one 
to be composed of Oklatoma and In- 
dian Territory, and tte otter of Ari- 
zcna and New Mexico. 


Senators opposed to President Roose- 


velt's plan for rate legislation have 
adopted a policy of extended delay in 
committee to gain their ends.

lobbyists In making payment of contri- 
butions to candidates, committees or 
others to be used for political campaign 
purposes, la paying wages, salaries and 
expenses of officers, agents.- attorneys 
and employes, to examine Into and in. 
vestigate all preferences of every kind 
extended or offered ly any public serv- 
ice corporation to any favored person or 
corporation. They may also either ax a 
committee or through proper person au- 
thorized by them examine all books, 
papers, documents aid records of In- 
luraace and public service corporations 
or of ttese corporations or persons deal- 
Ing with such corporations, and may do 
a!l other things which may to them ap- 
pear necessary or convenient to male 
full examination and Investigation as 
directed herein,"

A Small Home Desk of Simple Con- 


struction—The Figron-Hole Case- 
Stock List for Each.

In lie. ITS we lllnstrate a small home 


desk whose construction Is quite sim- 
ple, but which w!!l trie; out some points 
cot touched on in former articles. The 
illustration shows the desk closed and 


(lee* so as to be perfectly cnlform la 
size and shape, which after belli planed 
to the required form !» cut up into keys 
each one-half lech wide. 


As the desk-frost (or desk-fall, as It 


is core often called) Is quite wide it 
must be kept from warping, and held 
straight by having a cleat of the cam* 
thickness Crmly doweled to each end. 
as shown In detail la Fig. 111. This 
illustration also give* the position of 
one of the two brass screws opoa 
which the desk-Call Is hung. The 
dowels shoaM be three«ighth Inch in 
diameter and two Inches In length- 
one Inch into each of the two pieces. 


The pigeon hole case, which Is shown 


in detail in Fig. 1S2. must be made 
entirely independent of the sides and 
top which form the space It is to oc- 
cupy. It should be made of pice, yel- 
low poplar or other soft and light-col- 
ored wood, and must be carefully con- 
structed xs tc size. EO that when com- 
pleted It will slip easily into and also 
fill the space for which it Is intended. 


It li held In Its position by two small 


screws through the lower end of 
each siJe piece, acd three through the 
top, seven screws in alL The positions 
of four of the screws are Indicated In 
the drawing. Their size should be 
Cve-eishth inch. No. S or No. (, and 
they most be carefully used so as to 
avoid splitting. The epper piece, and 
also the two side? and two middle np- 
rishti nust be three-eighth Inch in 
thickness, while all other 
partitions 


and shelves are one-fourth inch. 


The center tpace, nrarkea K. rasy be 


left open, or it may be filled with a 
drawer, as indicated in the drawing. 
It a drawer is used the drawer front 


piece*. The connection* may. hotrertr, 
be further strengthened by the use ei 
long, si end or wire brad*, driven frora 
the outside, and wherever possible te 
do to, and la the present case ths tw.l 


oala cpright pieces should be hell 


op by two or three three-fourth Inch, 
No. 4 screws through the top piece anl 
into tha end of each. In all such east 
work great care must be taken to hart 
the grooves neatly cut. and the tndi 
closely fitting In the grooves, as cot 
only the strength but the workmanlike 
appearance of the cas« will depend ca 
the care of the workman in this re- 
sp«t.
